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Building Code Needs Revision 


A building code that doesn't do the job 


it is supposed to do is worse than no code 
at all, because it tricks buyers into a false" 
sense of security. 
t 


Appleton's council should give serious 


consideration to the charges by Aid. John 
Schreiter that the city's 35-year-old build- 
ing code is outdated and is not adequately 
enforced. 


The city fathers have an obligation to 


the taxpayers to investigate those charges, 
to update the code where it is behind the 
times and to beef • up the enforcement 
where it is found wanting. 


Councilmen and city officials should 


accept Schreiter's suggestion to form a 
committee of experts to review the old 
code and make all necessary changes that 
are in the public interest. 


An excellent, up-to-date code, strictly 


enforced is the preventive medicine against 
slums and blight. That is the precise area 
of community interest in which the city 
fathers have the greatest responsibility. 


No dynamic community, such as Apple- 


ton and the entire Fox Cities, can expect 
future progress if that responsibility is 
abdicated. This is one area where home 
rule can be exercised to the fullest. 


Most people have heard of the Latin 


saying, caveat emptor—let the buyer be- 
ware. But no one takes that saying in its 
complete, literal sense any more, because 
of the multiplicity of laws that supposedly 
help protect the buyer from cheaters and 
schemers. 


If there were no protective laws on the 


books buyers would know they carry the 
entire responsibility to see that they are 
not cheated. 


But when they supposedly have a law 


on their side they are -inclined to say, 
"Well, if it meets the code I guess 
it's 


all right." 


That attitude is becoming more wide- 


spread as the average person's knowledge 
of construction and building materials 
dwindles. New methods of construction 
and new types of materials are being in- 
troduced all the time. The average buyer 
has too many other things to think about 
and pays little attention to new develop- 
ments in the building .industry. 


As long as there is a law on the books 


to help protect them and inspectors on the 
city payroll to enforce that law, taxpayers 
have a perfect right to expect only the 
best law and the best possible enforcement. 


Builders themselves stand to profit 


from an excellent code and strict enforce- 
ment. 


First, the" quality of their workmanship 


and materials would be above suspicion. 
Second, their reputations would not suffer 
because of the cheaters and fly-by-nighters. 


In fact, reliable builders should be 


willing to put a warranty on their homes, 
to assure buyers that everything was built 
according to code and up to modern day 
standards. 


The penalty for violating the code 


should be so severe that it would be un- 
profitable for cheaters to operate. The 
reliable contractors would have nothing to 
worry about. The cheaters would be put 
out of business. 


A warranty by builders is not unreason- 


able when it is remembered that builders 
themselves expect such warranties on ma- 
terials they buy from suppliers. 


And, even more important, builders ex- 


pect buyers to show good faith and to pro- 
vide a type of warranty that the money 
is forthcoming before the sale of the prop- 
erty is ever completed. 


If a builder has the right to expect to 


get everything he has coming from the 
buyer, then the buyer has the right to 
place the same responsibility on the build- 
er. 


A Bright Spot on the Atomic Energy Program 


The federal atomic energy program has 


been slow in developing because of tech- 
nical difficulty and unexpected costs. 


However, ,the joint congressional com- 


mittee on atomic energy received some 
good news recently in the report of the 
Yankee Atomic Electric Company which 
represents a group of 10 New England 
electric utilities united in the ownership 
of an atomic plant at Howe, Mass. The 
report stated that the 140,000 kilowatt 
plant had come closer to being economical- 
ly competitive with conventional power 
plants than had been expected. The plant 
has been in operation only one year and 
it now seems probable that a larger plant 
with the same type of pressurized water 
reactor could be competitive with few con- 
ventional electric plants by 1967, the report 
stated. 


Three Connecticut utilities reported to 


the committee that they probably would 
go ahead with construction of an atomic 
plant in the spring of 1964. 
The plant 


which is planned to be completed in 1967 
would have a capacity of 350,000 to 400,000 
kilowatts. This plant is expected to be 
an economically competitive conventional 
generating station. 


The Yankee Company is planning a 


new plant of similar size in New England 
for 1968.

estimates. In its first year the plant pro- 
duced more than one billion kilowatts ex- 
ceeding the output of any other Anjerican 
atomic plant and carried four per cent of 
the inter-connected power load*in New 
England. The report stated that the plant 
had proved reliable and its efficiency had 
been "slightly better than expected." 


One of the most encouraging aspects, 


the report said, is that more energy is 
being obtained from the first load of 
uranium fuel than had been predicted. 
The original estimates were that the first 
load would produce 880 million kilowatts. 
It now appears that 1,200,000,000 kilowatts 
could be obtained before the load is re- 
placed each year. The cost has been under 
10 mills per kilowatt in contrast to the 
estimate of 10 to 12 mills. Similar conven- 
tional power plants of the same size and 
completed about the same time in the 
Rowe area are producing power for eight 
mills. 


Since the demand for electric power 


keeps pace directly with every advance in 
our economy this report is good news. 
There is in it some assurance that almost 
unlimited electric power will be available 
at no more than the present cost for many 
years to come.

The. de- 
partment sells tickets or licenses to fisher- 
men which give them the chance to catch 
« fish and the fish itself is the prize. Any 
fishermen who have purchased Conserva- 


tion Department tickets or licenses will 
agree with the attorney general that the 
business of catching a fish is largely a 
matter of luck.

Brazilian College Campuses 
Alive With Political Groups

SAO PAULO, Brazil — While 


many college students in the 
United States have become po- 
litically conscious only recently, 
Brazilian students are old hands 
at politics. 


Last year, according to a U. S. 


news magazine, 315 new political 
groups were formed on 353 
American college campuses. Of 
these, 169 were conservative and 
146 liberal. 


In Brazil, almost the entire 


college student body, estimated 
today at more than 100,000, has 
been politically organized f o r 
many years. No Brazilian candi- 
date for the presidency, or for 
the humblest political job. would 
ever plan his campaign without 
devoting considerable attention 
to the students. 


Piobably due to their Latin 


temperament, which is by na- 
ture more exhuberant than the 
Anglo-Saxon, the Brazilian stu- 
dents take politics much more 
to heart. This is just as true of 
women, who comprise about 25 
per cent of the college students 
today. 


As the average ape of the 


Braziahan college students is 
between 18 and 25. practically 
all of them can vote. The law 


gives voting rights to all citizens, 
male and female, at age 18. 


It is compulsory at Brazilian 


colleges for the students of each 
department to be organized in 
"gremios", as the student un- 
ions are called. This is done on 
the theory that the "gremios" 
should represent the aspirations 
and opinions of the students 
studying the same subject and 
that the interests of the medical 
students may be quite different 
from the interests of those in 
the engineering school.

union annually elects its own 
otficers. 


Most of these students' unions 


are permeated1 
with 
politics. 


They take sides in all major na- 
tional and local political issues. 


The Communists turned their

Generally speaking, the leftist 
students are much more active, 
better organized and disciplined 
than the center of the road or 
the right wing students.

A letter I received from a high 


schoolteacher merits discussion. 


"I have had charge of a group 


of 20 to 40 high school pupils who 
must stay after school every day 
because 
they skipped classes, 


played truant, smoked in school, 
failed in most of their subjects or 
disturbed the class routine. I am 
opposed to this manner of deal- 
ing with these adolescents. So I 
want to ask some questions. 


"What would you do with the 


truants? Should students be kept 
after hours day after day? It is 
plain that no good comes of do- 
ing so. What do you think of mass 
punishment when only some in 
the class are a source of annoy- 
ance?" 


Schools face serious problems 


of misbehavior. They do the best 
they can. But for a small num- 
ber, a restless few, the best the 
school can'do, and does, as re- 
programing a student, accenting 
subjects he.hkes, giving him spe- 
cial teaching, putting him with a 
group that attends to business 
and under the supervision of a 
teacher he respects, 
is of no 


avail—none of these 
measures 


helps, and it is this small num- 
ber that is the disturbing element. 


No student who makes life mis- 


erable for teacher and fellow stu- 
dents should be kept in the usual 
class. For him, what the school 
has to give is a burden he cannot 
bear. To his classmates, he is a 
pain in the neck 


Whv these are as they are is 


something we do not know The 
causes may be ill health, improp- 
er routine, lack of ability, un- 
sympathetic teacheis, un-under- 
standing homes, unbalanced neiv- 
ous condition and on, on, on. 


Keeping students in school aft- 


er hours for punishment is not 
likely to make them like school 
any better. They are fatigued at 
the end of a day in which they 
have found no satisfying experi- 
ences So it is best to dismiss 


them when tin regular work day 
is over and done. Keeping them 
in day after day is intolerable 
oppression. It provokes more re- 
bellion instead of less, more hate 
towards the people who run the 
school and more'dislike for the 
tilings the school teaches.

'of the paste by hand sanding or 
| a portable electric sander which

coat of pure, fresh, white shellac,
